abode there profit us nothing, but increaſe our wretchedneſſe, 
and enlarge our ſorrows, for as her ſtore and Victuals wete nor 
much (ſufficient to ſuſtaine us onely ſome few dayes, wichout 
hope of having any increaſe, no nor ſo much as a cup of cold _ 
water) ſo muſt ir inevitably come to paſle,that we (as children 
in the Mothers VVomb) ſhould be driven even to ear che fleſh 
from of our owne Arms, ſhe being no longer able ro ſuſtaine 
us; and how horrible a rhing this would have proved,is eafie by 
any one ro be rceived.

, .Our miſery being thus manifeſt, rhe very conſideration 
xwherof muſt needs have ſhaken fleſh and blood,if faich ia Gods 
proiaiſes had not mightily ſuſtained-us, we paſt the night with 
earneſt-longings:that the day would once appeare, the meane 
time we ſpent-1n ofren-prayers and other godly exercifes,there- 
by comforcing our ſelves, and refreſhing our hearts, ſtriving to 
bring our ſelves to an liumble ſubmiſſion under the” hand of 
God,and to a referring our ſelves wholly to his good will and 
pleaſure. | 

The day therefore at lengeh appearing, and it being almoſt 
full Sea abouc thar rime,after'we POE thankes to God for

his forbearing of us hirherto, and r1th-reares called upon 
him to blefſe qur labours;we againe ed our travell, ro ſee 
if we could now poſſibly find any anchor-hold, which we had 
formerly ſought in vaine. Bur this ſecond attempr proved as 
fruiclefſe as the former,and left us norhing co truſt ro,but pray- 


ers and tears ſeeing ir app-ared impoſſible that ever the fore- - 


caft,councell,pollicy,or power of man conld ever effe@ the de- 
livery of our Ship, excepc the Lord onely miraculouſly ſhould 
do the ſame. | 

It was therefore prefently motioned, and by generall voyce 
determined ro commend our cafe ro (od alone, leavirg our 
felves wholly in his hand ; to ſpill or ſave us as ſeeme beſt ro-his 
; gracious wiſedome. And that our faich might be the berter 
ſtrengrhned, and rhe comfortable apprehenſion of Gods mer- 
cy in Chriſt be more clearly felt ; we had a Sermon, and the 
Sacramenr of the body and blood of our Saviour celebrated. 
_ Afrer this ſweet repaſt was thus received, andother holy ex- 
erciſes adjoyned were ended. left we ſhould ſeeme puiley. tn ar 
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102 The World Encompaſſed, 
reſpe&'for uſing all.lawfull means we could not invent; we fel}: 
to-oue other pradtiſe yer unaflayed,towit, to unloading of our- 
Ship by caſting ſome of her goods intorhe Seaz which thing as 
it was atrempced moſt willin TP fo was it: diſpatched in very- 
fhort-rime.So that even thole things which we before this time 
nor any other in our caſe could be without, did-now ſeeme as: 
things onely worthy to be deſpiſed ; yea,we wete herein ſo for- 
ward,chat neither our munition for defence, nor the very meale 
for ſuſtentarion of our lives could find favour with us, but every- 
thing as ic firſt came to hand went overboard,afſſuring our ſelves 
of rhts,that if ir pleafedGod once to deliver us out of that moſt 
deſperate ſtrair wherein we were, he would fighc for us againſt 
our Enemies, neirher would he ſuffer us to periſh for want of 
bread. But when all was done,it was nor any of our endeavours, - 
but Gods enely hand that wrought our delivery ; 'rwas he alone 
that brought us even under the very ſtroke of death;t'was he a- 
lone rhat ſaid unto us, Returne againe ye ſons of men;'rwas he 
alone thar-ſet us ar libegfſ@Fain;rhat made us ſafe & free, after- 
thar we had remained the former miſerable condition, the 
full fpaceof twenty kours, co his glorious name be the ever-- 
laſting praife- 

The manner of our delivery (for the relation of ir will eſpe- 
cially be expeRed) was onely this. The place whereon we ſar: 
ſo faſt was a firme Rock in a clefr, whereof it was we ſftucke on-: 
che Larboardfide, ar low Water there was not above fix foot
